| speaking, . something very 


recent. ‘It is first of all 
the belief that individual 
human . beings’ are what 
matter most-——more than the 
State, or the total” of 
national wealth, or anything 
else whatsoever. Then it is 
the belief in equality, in the 
sense that everyone should 
have certain basic oppor- 
tunities. The European 
political theorists of the 
eighteenth century thought 
in terms of “natural rights”; 
the American Declaration of 
Independence speaks of 
“Jife, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness.” To-day we 
are more inclined to usa 
phrases like “privileges and 
opportunities.” 

But what each age has meant 
is that everyone should have an 
equal chance to a reasonable 
development ,as individual hu- 
man beings, irrespective ‘of ac- 
cidents:” of. birth or ,. fortune. 
The democratic ideal is also the 
belief that.governments should 


exist not only. to-benefit but to 
represent the people as a whole. 


So democracy, since it thus pre- 
supposes government by con- 


sent, implies tolerance; since it 
presupposes equality, implies 
equal opportunities; and since 
‘it presupposes the ultimate 
‘yalue of individual men and wo- 
men, implies freedom. 


‘Sadly Imperfect - 


That is the democratic ideal. 
Actual democracies - represent 
attempts at realising this ideal. 
But to date thoy. still sadly im- 
perfect; and also they have pur- 
sued different methods in dif- 
ferent countries. 


So democracies can differ in 
two quite different ways. They 
can be more or less imperfect. 
‘There are democracies in which 
considerable sections: of - the 
people are not allowed to vote. 
That was so in Britain a cen- 
tury ago;.and it atill is so in the 
southern United States (for it 
does not matter whether people 
are disfranchised under the 
constitution, or in fact «just 
are: 
Such democracies. are. ob- 
viously less perfect. than those 
where: there is real universal 
suffrage. i ; 

But besides differing on an 
up-and-dolwn. scale, they can 


-also differ sideways, so to speak, 


just like different kinds — of 
animals, A dogfish is a higher 
kind of animal than a jellyfish. 


ing. of the frontier, a new class 
aystem, based malnly on moncy, but 
in port ‘(in the Enst) on ancestry, is 
beginning to grow. up. But the 
British class system ts much more 
rigid, and it 1s also historically in- 
grained, belng on gradual evolution 
“trem the feudal system, centurics 
back. In. fact, the development of 
Britisli -soclety--.und Anstitutions has 
almost always been gradual, It was 


this organic quality which Edmund 
Burke defended so cloquently against 
the theorists who wanted to imitate 
the French Revolution by minking a 
clean sweep and gtarting again from 
ns near scratch as possible. 


Please don't think’ that Iam try- 
ng to make out that the British class 
system is the best way, or even a 
good way, of organising a democracy. 
All I am concerned with js to try to 
make it clear that {t Isn't incompati- 
ible with o reasonable nmount of de- 
lmocracy (and also with reasonably 
rapid ‘progress towards more and 
better democracy) und that it has 
still, and has had in the past quite 
n ‘lot of merlts—orderliness and a 
sense that everyone has a job of 
Avork to do for the community; the 
idea among the more fortunate of 
service; a very considerable amount 
of freedom within the boundaries sect 
by the system; sufMicient flutdity to 
give talent a rensonable chance to 
rise, and to allow new classes, as 
they becnme important, to take thelr 
share of leadership and responsibi- 
lity; plenty of opportunity for people 
to take part In thelr own local 
government; and still more oppor-, 
tunity for them to form voluntary 
associations to look after their own 
‘Interests: This js a very important 
aspect of Democracy; for, to quote 
tigain from Burke, “To be attached 
‘to the Subdivision, to love the little 
‘platoon, fs the first principle (the 
kermg, as it were) of public affec- 

ons.” . 7

About the monarchy, I needn't say 
much. .Everyone should, I hope, 
even in the republican United States,

The British King is no ‘Jonger an 
Autocrat, and indeed has lost almost 
every vestige of political power. He 
is now in one sense only a symbol 
of the unity of the natlon, and of the 
Empire. But symbols can be very 
Important, and our twentieth century 
kings are very active, hardworking, 
and useful members of the communi- 
ity, focussing loyalties,. giving the 
inecessary personal touch to the vast 
impersonal machinery of a modern 
state, and infinitely more democratic

Mean Saving Many 

The salvation of millions of homeless, helpless and 
hungry Chinese will depend to a great extent on the 
generosity of the people of the Philippines, declared 


Mrs Francis Sayre in a radio address last week over 
station KZRH in connection with the Chinese Industrial 


Co-operatives’ drive for funds. - 


The basic facts presented by 
Mrs Sayre are these: Five to 
seven U.S, dollars, or P10 to P14, 
will give one Chinese worker 
employment, take him and his 
dependents permanently off the 
relief rolls, : 

The whole idea fs based upon the 
sound .economic principle of coopera- 
tive production, The money which 
makes it ‘possible to establish these 
co-operatives is given us a loan by 
the natlona!l committee in Hongkong. 
These loans are repald with nominal 


‘| interest from the earnings of the co- 
operatives, When they are repaid,’ 


the money {is assigned to still an- 
other project. The. funds of the co- 
operatives thus become sclf- 
perpetuating In tlme. 
‘Many More Required 
Mrs Sayre polnted out that vast 


‘) areas of Chinu have already been 


opencd ‘to industrial production along 
simple lines, and that there are 
several thousand units now opernt- 
ing in China, but that many more 
are required. - : 
“These units include co-operatives 
for the tanning of leather, for weav- 
ing, spinning, knitting, four milling, 
making of soup, candles, matches and 
leather goods, building small boats, 
and operating macliine shops. In 
varlous CIC shops they are -making 
shoes and blankets for the army, 
bandages for the wounded, artiflcial 
Ulmbs for.cripples. All this is help- 
ing to.keep their nation alive by 
independent. methods based upon 
native Industry instead of becoming 


-totally. dependent,. and_perhaps.help- 


lessly so, upon . products from 
abroad.” 

She said that the herole works 
now being performed by this or- 
ganization have been confirmed by 
Nelson Johnson, Henry Luce, Rewi 
Alley, Evans Carlson and Edger 
Snow,—intelligent men who _ have 
had first hand information and’ who 
havo. also visited the Philippines. 

' Many Activities 

Mrs Sayre described the ficlds of 
reconstruction undertaken by the co- 
operatives,—schools for war orphans, 
weaving shops for refugee women, 
engincering schools for young men, 
printing “shops for crippled -soldicrs 
und every manner of shop which can 


give employment to disabied men and}- 


wandering helpless people. who have 
been swept from thelr native envi- 
ronment. : - 

The High Commissioner's wife as-

The behaviour of the wave in the 
ionosphere will depend. upon the con- 
ditions existing there at the time, 35 
well as upon the frequency used, 

Briefly, It may be sald that {f the 
frequency Is too high to suit the 
prevailing lonosphere conditions, the 
wave Will pass clean through the 
jonised layers, and will not be. bent 
pack to carth at all, On the other 
hand, if the frequency uscd js too 
low, the loss of energy in the layers 
will be so high that a good signal 
will reach the receiving end of the 
circuit only If enormous power Is 
Used at the transmitting end. 

Hence it is most Simportant that the 
frequency used. be such that the 
wave IIL be properly dealt with by 
the jonised Inyers, fc. that ft will be 
well refracted and returned to carth 
with the minimum loss of energy in 
the Inyers.

Constantly Changing. 

Conditions in the fonosphere are, 
however, in a constantly changing 
state, At any one moment they are 
different for different latitudes, while 
at any one point above the world's 
surface they are subject to three 
changes of n periodic nature. These 
nre, firstly, a change in conditions 
from day to night, secondly, a change 
from season to season, and, thirdly, 
a change which takes place’ over o 
relatively long period of time. 

The reason for these changes, {s 
that the condition of lonisation—or 
clectrificatlon—-of the alr in the 
Jayers ts brought about by the action 
of the sun, The layers are, in fact, 
produced mainly by the “sun's “radia= 
tion of ultra violet light. Hence, 
conditions prevailing at any pa ticu-

Daily, Seasonal Changes

during the day. - 

In summer the degree of change ay 
belween day and night’ is much less 
thon In winter, and consequently the 
difference between daylight and 
darkness frequencies is Icast during 
the summer, Nevertheless it is ‘still 
necessary ‘to use lower frequencies 
during the night than during the day, 
The highest frequencies which arey 

become 
most suituble just “before sunset. 
During last summer. the highest 
frequency sultable for long distance 
working—by normal meth

just before sunset, and about 12 Mc/s 
just before sunrise—when the font- 
sation of the layers $s at Its lowest.

This Is such that periods of 
maximum activity are reached about 
every eleven years, with periods of

The -rise and fall jn activity Is not 
quite regular, though It (3 possible 
to estimate the degree of activity 
which will exist some, time ahead 
with a fais amount of accurary. The 
degree of. solar activity is evidenced 
by the number of sunspots which 
appear on the sun's surface, and also 
by the size of (he arcas of flocculi, or 
clouds of gases, which can. be 
observed around the sun, 


The point ts that the amount of 
fonisings radiation emitted, by the 
sun varles according to its general 
degree of activity, and therefore it 
considerably from - the 
maximum to the minimum period of 
netlvity In the eleven-year cycle. It 
ts this radlation which produces the 


layerg of the fonosphere, and so thet 


omount of jonisation existing In the 
layers rises and falls In sympathy 
with the eleven-year solar cycle.
